1 . FOLLOWING IS SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIOS REACHED BY SOCIALIST 
INTERNATIONAL PARTY LEADERS AT AMSTERDAM APRIL 16-17 AND ISSUED 
AS COMMUNIQUE IN ENGLISH LANGUAGE BY SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL 
PRESIDENT WILLY BRANDT: 
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BEGIN TEXT: 

A. THERE IS NO REALISTIC ALTERNATIVE TO THE POLICY OF 
DETENTE. IT IS THE ONLY WAY TO PREVENT A CATASTROPHE. IT IS 
THE ONLY POSSIBILITY TO SETTLE A MORE SECURE PEACE. 

B. ’BELGRADE" IS A CHANCE WHICH MUST BE USED. ONE SHOULD 
AVOID USELESS SPEECHES OF NOTHING BUT RHETORIC VALUE, BUT ONE 
SHOULD TRY TO AGREE UPON SOME CONCRETE PROJECTS, GIVING NEW 
IMPULSES TO ECONOMIC COOPERATION AND DETENTE. THERE IS NO 
NEED TO AIM AT TEXTS EVEN MORE PERFECT THAN THE FINAL DOCUMENT 
OF HELSINKI. INSTEAD OF THIS, ONE SHOULD REACH AGREEMENTS 
UPON WHAT NOW IS IN THE INTEREST OF ALL PARTIES CONCERNED. 

C. DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS HAVE ALWAYS DEDICATED THEMSELVES 
AND THEIR POLICY TO HUMAN RIGHTS. ALSO IN THE FUTURE THEY WILL 
WORK INTENSIVELY FOR THE UNIVERSAL REALIZATION OF INDIVUDUAL, 
SOCIAL AND ETHNICAL HUMAN RIGHTS. 

ABUSES OF HUMAN RIGHTS, WHEREEVER IN THE WORDL THEY OCCUR, 

SHOULD BE MET BY ADEQUATE ACTION. 

THE MEMBER PARTIES OF THE SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL DON'T 
SEE ANY CONTRAST BETWEEN THESE EFFORTS AND THE POLICY OF DETENTE. 
THEREFORE THEY OPPOSE THEMSELVES THAT IN THE NAME OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS CONCSERVATIVE FORCES PUT INTO DANGER WHAT HAS BEEN 
INITIATED IN THE FIELD OF HUMANITARIAN RELIEFS BY THE POLICY 
OF DETENTE. 

D. DETENTE WILL ONLY LAST IF THE ARMAMENTS RACE CAN BE 
STOPPED SOON. 

THEREFORE THE S O VIET - AMERI AN SALT NEGOTIATIONS ARE OF 
GREAT IMPORTANCE. 

A SECOND SALT AGREEMENT WOULD BE OF GREAT IMPORTANCE FOR A 
FIRST RESULT OF THE VIENNA NEGOTIATIONS. 
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THIS IS ALSO IMPORT BECAUSE -GIVEN A NUCLEAR BALANCE- 
A REGIONAL BALQNCE OF CONVENTIONAL FORCES SEEMS INDISPENSABLE. 
PARTICULAR ATTENTION SHOULD BE PARID TO THE INSTITUTION OF 
EXTENDED INTERNATIONAL SAFEGUARDS TO ALL CIVIL NUCLEAR FACILITIES. 

E. THE POLICY OF DETENTE AS A DYNAMIC CONCEPT CANNOT BE 
CARRIED OUT WITHOUT TAKING INTO ACCOUNT DEVELOPMENTS OUTSIDE 
THE EUROPEAN SPHERE. DETENTE WILL ONLY CONTINUE IF CAUSES OF 
TENSIONS WILL BE REMOVED. IN SOUTHERIN AFRICA THE PROCESS OF 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE SHOULD BE SPEEDED UP AS 
TIME IS RUNNING OUT. A FAILURE OF THE NORTH SOUTH DIALOGUE 

WOULD HAVE DISASTROUS EFFECTS ON THE NECESSARY BASIS OF CONFIDENCE 
AND COOPERATION BETWEEN INDUSTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING NATIONS. 

F. THE GROWING GAP BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH AND THE DIFFI- 
CULT PROBLMES OF WORLD ECONOMY, WE HAVE TO FACE, IS OF CONCERN 
FOR ALL INDUSTRIALIZED STATES, NOT ONLY FOR THE WESTERN ONES. 

IN THE LONG RUN IT WILL NOT BE POSSIBLE THAT THE COMMUNIST 
STATES DENY THEIR RESPONSIBILITY IN THIS FIELD. THE FIGHT AGAINST 
POVERTY SHOULD BE A SECTOR OF COOPERATION BETWEEN WEST AND 
EAST AND OF EFFORTS FOR COMMON SOLUTIONS. 
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G. THE GRUP OF THE PARTIES OF DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISM WILL 
CONTINUE TO ENGAGE ITSELF IN EXCHANING EXPERIENCES IN THE 
FIELD OF EAST-WEST RELATIONS. 

WE CONSIDER FURTHER PROGRESS OF DETENTE TO BE OF HIGH 
POLITICAL PRIORITY AND WE WILL CONTINUOUSLY DELIBERATE ADDI- 
TIONAL POSSIBLE INITIATIVES IN THIS FIELD. END TEXT.
